Eisenhower Gains Indicated. 

The current survey, covering 23 
states, indicates Eisenhower will 
make gains on Taft in the next 
two months, but at the expense of 
using up his reserves in states 
where he now is credited with the 
most strength. 

In May and June, primaries 
and conventions in 24 stetes may 
have a telling effect on one or 
the other leading candidates. 
Oklahoma already has chosen its 
16 delegates, and Taft is credited 
with a slight advantage there. 

Of the 24 states that will hold 
primaries or conventions in May 
and June, eight are in the south, 
where Taft's strength always has 
been greatest in past unsuccessful 
bids for the nomination. Eisen- | 
hower leaders have embarked on 
a vigorous campaign in Dixie in 
an effort to overturn Taft's 
strength there. 

Outside the South, Taft appar- 
ently can call in May and June 
on strength from Colorado, with 
18 votes, Indiana 32, Maryland 24, 
Montana 8, North Dakota 14, Ohio 
56, South Dakota 14, Vermont 12, 
Virginia 23, Washington 24, and 
West Virginia 16.

The 12-to-0 vote of the Senate Armed Services 


to oppose basic training for 18-year-colds. These 
groups count on the customary timidity of Con- 
gress in an election year to prevent passage. 

Arguments for and against U.M.T. are sum- 
marized in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion by 
Senators Wayne Morse and Edwin C. Johnson, 
respectively. As it happens the Oregon Republi- 
can favors the Truman Administration’s position 
while the Colorado Democrat is opposed. 

In favoring U.M.T., the Post-Dispatch is not 
unmindful of the historic dislike of Americans 
for compulsory military training. Many immi- 
grants came to our ghores to escape it in Euro- 
pean countries. We would much prefer a world 
in which neither the draft nor U.M.T. were the 
rule, but one in which disarmament for all pre- 
vailed. 


But today we do not live in that kind of 


' world. Today we have no choice except to arm 


ourselves all the while we may urge the cause 
of peace and work for it through the U.N. The 
question is: How best and fairest may we spread 
military service for defense through our popula- 
tion? 

Recruiting leaves Kk up to those who are 
moved to volunteer for military service for the 
defense of their country. The draft gets a larger 
cross-section, but it provides exemptions for 
many, including a substantial number of college 


students on an intelligence-test basis. Neither - 


method is democratic. 

U.M.T., as provided in the Senate bill, would 
take all youths et age 18 for a period of six 
months. It would train them for the reserve 
forces which might be called on at any time to 
protect the nation’s life. It would fix definitely 
the starting time of service and enable young 
men to plan accordingly. Except in time of war, 
it would not keep them so long as to delay seri- 
ously preparation for careers. 

In a world which may be threatened by pos- 
sible Korean aggressions for a long time to 
come, the American choice is between large 
and costly standing armies, navies and air forces, 
on one hand, and smaller regular forces, backed 
up by trained reserves, on the other. Thus 
U.M.T. is for the long pull rather than the pro- 
vision of currently needed military personnel. 
Over the uneasy years ahead it should reduce 
the cost of preparedness.

To be sure, U.M.T. has some able opponents. 
It also has many distinguished supporters. The 
National Security Training Commission, which 
made the report to Congress, was headed by 
former Senator James W. Wadsworth of New 
York. Its members included President Karl T. 
Compton of Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy and former Assistant Secretary of State 
William L. Clayton. The Army representative 
was not a Regular Army officer, but Lt. Gen. 
Raymond S. McLain, a civilian soldier. 


This issue should not be decided on any basis 
of sentiment. It should not turn on what is 
thought to be politically expedient. The decision 
should be solely in terms of what is best for . 
the nation’s security and welfare. 


Twice in a decade Americans have been called 
to battle with insufficient reserve forces for the 
emergency. A system of universal training and 
service, as part of our arsenal, could well spare 
us the ordeal of resort to arms in the future.

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One Man’s Way 


Alan Paton, who wrote that beautiful and 
moving testament of the African heart, “Cry, 
the Beloved Country,” is doing something which 
must provoke a fellow-feeling in the breasts of 
many people. He is busy, writing a biography 
of the late Jan H. Hofmeyr, former deputy 
Prime Minister under Smuts and an outstanding 
South African liberal. But like many others 
today, he feels “uncertain and politically frus- 
trated.” He feels himself at the crossroads, 
uncertain in a state of affairs which is violent 
and confused in South Africa and in the world. 

What to do? Hundreds, thousands of thought- 
ful people in many countries have undoubtedly 
asked themselves that question, arising out of 
those same feelings. How best to bear the “Age 
of Anxiety” they live in? and, still more, fit 
oneself to play a part, conscious and satisfying 
however small, in making its anxiety more bear- 
able and at least bringing it to an end? 

It is the least sophisticated kind of answer 
that appeals most to Alan Paton. He will leave his 
two sons behind him in Johannesburg, and with 
his wife go to a tuberculosis settlement for col- 
ored peoples on a 30-acre site near Durban City, 
where there are now only two buildings, and 
there he will do manual work to help build 
enough housing for 600 patients. 

It is not such a solution as would be available 
for everyone in its special detail, but perhaps 
Alan Paton has discovered in simplicity and 
usefulness the ingredients anyone can appro- 
priate to his own use to preserve, in an Age of 
Anxiety, a life of confidence. 
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‘Fantasy’ on the St. Lawrence 

Propaganda material of the National St. Law- 
rence Project Conference (Opposed) shows the 
poverty of the reasons against United States 
participation in the St. Lawrence waterway. 


A brochure called “The Fantastic St. Lawrence 
Scheme” says the waterway is not needed to 
transport iron ore from the Labrador-Quebec 
area. The Mesabi-Superior ore source will suf- 
fice “for as long as man can forsee,” or, as the 
next sentence says, “at least . . . 30 years.” 
And even if the Labrador-Quebec ore is re- 
quired, the brochure continues, it could be 
shipped down the coast to eastern ports and 
hauled thence by rail. 


These views reflect the interests of the rail- 
roads, big port cities, power companies and coal 
concerns, which are profiting from the present 
arrangement or think they would lose business 
ainder the proposed new one. 


All this ignores the main reasons for United 
States participation in the St. Lawrence project. 
The waterway and power plant are going to be 
built by Canada alone if the United States does 
not co-operate. The Government of Canada could 
then set the prices for navigation tolls. and 
power supply, could keep on charging naviga- 
tion tolls after the cost of the waterway had 
been paid off. 

For a net investment of $364,000,000, which 
revenues would entirely repay, the United States 
would have a voice in setting the tolls, a hand 
in running the Waterway, and finally a paid-up 
half interest in the project. 

Does that sound like a “fantastic” scheme, or 
like very good business? 

And as President Truman said in his message 
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to Congress late last month: “No great nation 
has ever deliberately abandoned its interest in 
any of the vital waterways of the world.” 
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Who Will Pay the City’s Bills? 
Maybe the Missouri legislators do not care, but 
it is largely their fault that St. Louis faces a 
deficit of about $5,500,000 at the end of the 
fiscal year on April 7. 

The deficit estimate is based on figures on re- 
ceipts and expenditures in the first 10 months of 


crease of more than $3,000,000 over last year.

The real reason for the deficit, however, is 
the absence of the earnings tax. Before the state- 
granted authority for this levy expired, it 
brought in about $7,500,000-a year. It was still 
in effect for part of the last fiscal year, so the 
period ended with a deficit of only $1,391,000. 
It is by adding this figure to the currently ac- 
cumulating deficit that the $5,500,000 estimate 
is reached. But there would be a balance in- 
stead if the earnings tax were still in force. 

The plain fact is that without this tax St. 
Louis faces either an undesirable curtailment of 
public services, an unwarranted increase in the 
current forms of taxation, or an ever more 
alarming deficit. All things considered, a fairly 
assessed earnings tax is the way out of the 
dilemma. | 

As has been said over and over again, this tax 
has the special virtue of falling on all who earn 
their living in the city. This is as it should be. 
The county or East Side resident who every day 
makes use of the streets and other municipal 
facilities certainly ought to be willing to join 
the St. Louis resident in defraying their cost. 
The bulk of the load will still fall on the man 
who lives within the city limits. But why should 
he—and he alone—pay all of it? 


Missouri law being what it is, only the Legis- 
lature can grant St. Louis the necessary relief. 
This the legislators have not done because they 
believe that it is not politically smart to vote 
for any measure which even implies a tax in- 
crease. . 

But if they do not take a mor® rational view 
of the matter, they had better prepare them- 
selves for even stronger demands from St. Louis. 
Just now the city is asking for a chance to pay 
its own way. If this is denied, there certainly 
will be an ever stronger movement for more 
direct state aid. lf the state will not allow the 
city to pay its bills, the city will demand that 
the state pay them. 
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NATO’s Flag and Purpose 

Just like the United Nations, the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization is to have an interna- 
tional flag. The banner—suggested by Charles 
M. Spofford, the American representative on 
the NATO Council—is meant to arouse some- 
thing of that emotion of solidarity which is 
evoked by national flags. Also, it.is meant to 
show forth clearly NATO’s defensive purpose. 

The College of Heralds in London was asked 
to work out the design and, in our opinion, has 
done so most successfully. It suggests, against a 
background of waves signifying the Atlantic, a 
sword and a shield for strength, and an olive 
branch for peace. 

This olive branch {is the real key to NATO’s 
purpose: defense. At Lisbon, Secretary Acheson 
repeatedly used the word “defensive,” and he 
most effectively summarized the NATO position: 


The people of my country and the peoples 

of other countries of the Atlantic community 
do not cherish military strength for its own 
sake. They know that they need military 
strength to be secure against aggression. 
. . « We seek to build forces adequate to 
deter aggression or to meet it. We do not 
seek to create greater strength than we nead 
for this purpose, we do not desire military 
forces great enough to launch a preventive 
war. : 

There could hardly be a more categorical re- 
funciation of conquest or of the desire dicta- 
torially to bend others to our designs. NATO 
does not so much look abroad as it looks to the 
welfare of its own peoples. This, it exists to 


protect. 
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Showing Up the Show-Offs 


A method of dealing with hot-rod show-offs . 


which might prove useful elsewhere has been 
originated at a school in a Chicago suburb. The 
youngsters of Maine Township High School are 
themselves apprehending, trying and punishing 
offenders among the student body. Though the 
school administration and faculty support this 
administration of law, order and justice, the 
average age of those who administer it is 
slightly over 16. 

Youngsters who might not be too much down- 
cast at censure by their elders take a different 
view of disapproval and dissociation from others 
of their own age, who are, after all, the ones 
they are trying to impress. The young populace 
gets a good way of expressing its rejection of 
the show-offs by serving as monitors, complain- 
ants, witnesses for the prosecution, prosecuting 
attorneys, clerks and bailiffs. 

The atmosphere of his own set can allow the 
hot-rod to feel that he is cutting an impressive 
figure, or it can make him realize that he is cut- 
ting a discreditable one. It seems that the kids 
at Maine Township High may have hit upon the 
kind of atmosphere that will cool off a hot-rod 
to lower than fever pitch. 
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Big Year on the Atlantic 

A good many Americans appear to have de- 
cided all at once that 1952 is not going to be a 
war year in Europe. Reservations for trans- 
Atlantic travel, both by sea and by air, have 
taken such a sharp spurt, after a quiet start 
earlier in the winter, that authorities are now 
predicting that the Holy Year travel peak of 
1950 may well be exceeded. 

In that record year for Atlantic crossings, 
something like 1,100,000 persons either came in 
or went out of the country. The tourists, of 
course, did both. In round figures, about half a 
million Americans went abroad. Last year travel 
fell off slightly, but only slightly, total arrivals 
and departures ranging close to one million. 

Profound economic problems are created by 
the tendency of this country to export much 
and import little, thereby causing a dollar short- 
age overseas. One of the pleasantest correc- 
tives is tourist ¢ravel, which creates the eco- 
nomic equivalent of imports by exporting people 
with dollars in their pockets. 

Insofar as the dollars dribble out of the pock- 
ets along the route of the grand tour, the host 
countries are enabled to buy American goods 
without getting American loans or gifts and 
without crashing our own trade restrictions 
against their goods.

One of the first items of business 
taken up by the Armed Services Commit- 
tee in this second session of the Eighty- 
second Congress was the recommenda- 
tions of the National Security Training 
Commission for a program of universal 
military training. 

It is my hope that Congress will ap- 
prove the broad program recommended by 
the National Security Training Commis- 
sion—a program which is designed to or- 
ganize the defenses of the nation so that 
they can be supported in the indefi- 
nite period of dan- 
ger facing us with- 
out jeopardizing our 
economy or impair- 
ing the structure of 
our democratic so0- 


ciety. 
National defense 
rests, in the last 


analysis, on trained 
manpower. The pub- 
lic must realize this, 
and understand that 
the concept of a 
“push-button” war is 
an illusion. . 

Swift mobilization 
will be required, and 
unless we maintain enormous standing 
armies. which might well cripple our 
economy, the only way in which we can 
be prepared to meet an attack is by having 
a reservoir of militarily trained citizens. 
That is the fundamental reason for a 
U.M.T. program, coupleg with a sound re- 
serve structure. 

The hopes of dictators fot world dom- 
ination have always been nourished by 
the conviction that democracies, with their 
deep-seated suspicion of large standing 
forces, will permit their defenses to de- 
teriorate during periods of relative calm. 
Had we adopted a system of universal 
military training following the end of 
World War II instead of demobilizing at 
breakneck speed, we certainly would have 
avoided a substantial part of the costs of 
our recent and projected defense build-up. 

Moreover, it is not unlikely that the 
aggressors in Korea were encouraged to 
launch their attack by the knowledge that 
the military defenses of the United States 
had been allowed to dwindle to a fraction 
of the forces available at the end of hos- 
tilities in 1945. 


Ultimate Duty of Citizens 


A U.M.T. program will insure that the 
burdens of defense are shared by all, in 
the democratic way. When the attack 
came in Korea, we found ourselves com- 
pelled to rely primarily on reservists and 
members of the National Guard for 
trained replacements. Thousands of these 
had served in World War Il, and it is 
grossly inequitable that they should now 
be undergoing a second major disruption 
in their lives and careers. 

Prompt approval of a U.M.T. program 
is essential for another important reason. 
It makes explicit the ultimate duty of 
citizenship, which has always been im- 
plied—the duty to bear arms in defense

Not 
only do the two countries’ politi- 
cal systems make this impossi- 
ble, but so do the political and 
other uncertainties of the near 
future. 

Policies Subject te Change. 

_ Britain's world policies are sub- 
ject to change almost from month 
to month and almost without 
notice even if Churchill and the 
Conservative party remain in 
power. Britain's economic predic- 
ament is so perilous that the 
British may well be obliged to 
and drastic curtail- 
ments of their foreign commit- 
ments in the relatively near fu- 
ture. 

As for the United States, the 
elections in November could con- 
ceivably cause sweeping changes 
in both personnel and policies in 
Washington. Every foreign office 
in the world is acutely aware of 
this possibility. 

The primary dangers and diffi- 
culties in the relations among 
the nations of the free world for 
at least the next eight months 
will not be the result of any- 
body’s entering into too many 
binding commitments. The pri- 
mary dangers and difficulties will 
be the result of doubts as to the | 
ability of either the United | 
States or Britain to enter into any 
valid commitments at all.

“There are elements in the 
United States—and they are in 
portant elements—that advocate 
a spreading war with Communist 
China,” Attlee said. “They sup- 
port the corrupt and reactionary 
(Nationalist) forces of Chiang 
Kai-shek. In the last few days 
men of high standing have given 
expression to these views. 

“It was... a pity that the 
Prime Minister in his speech to 
the American Congress (during 
his recent visit to Washington) 
seemed to the Americans to have 
taken a different line from that 
pursued by the Labor govern- 


ment and to he encouraging 
these dangerous elements.” . 


The Labor government. under 
Attlee, recognized the Chinese 
Communists. 


“One of the outstanding facts 
of the present day,” Attlee said. 
“Is the rise of national feeling in 
Asia. It has its good side in ex-

It is worth noting, how- 
ever, that the character of his 
writing is exactly the same in 
his factual chronicle as in the 
fictional reconstruction of those 
facts. Practically every epi- 
sode has a shape and color 
such as must usually be sup- 
plied by the imaginative con- 
trivance of an artist. The stage 
is always carefully set, the 
characters are introduced in an 
atmosphere of suspense, the 
climax is carefully timed and 
the conclusion sets the reader 
straight on the moral or philo-

T is nct only the material and 

the style of writing that is 

much the same in both fact 
and fiction. So are the general 
ideas, the basic philosophy, 
the view of life. As an author 
and as a man Dr. Cronin is sen- 
sitive to the latent human in- 
terest element in all the situa- 
tions he meets; and he is sen- 
timental and moralistic in ap- 
praising them. These qualities 
have served him well as a nov- 
elist. His stories, at the least, 
are eventful and warm in feel- 
ing though they never strike 
very deeply. As a thinker Dr. 
Cronin is less impressive. His 
sermonizing on love, marriage, 
the continent life and the need 
to know God is platitudinous 
with no merit except conviction. 

When all is said, however, 
the fact remains that “Adven- 
tures in Two Worlds” makes 
fast, agreeable reading. Those 
who were enthralled—or mere- 
ly entertained—by “The Stars 
Look Down,” “The Green 
Years” or “Shannon’s Way” 
should find the same pleasure 
in this one.

a Reviewer and His Reply 


The correspondence printed 
below relates to a book review 
published, by the Post-Dispatch 
in the issue of February 13. C. 
Harvey Gardiner, the reviewer 
took exceptions to a book writ- 
ten by Carlton J. H. Hayes 
called “The United States and 
Spain,” and charged Mr. Hayes 
of being naive and misleading. 
The comment made by a corre- 


apondent, who addresses himself 


directly to Mr. Gardiner, is fol- 
lowed by the latter’s reply. 


Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HE review of the recent 

book of Carlton J. H. Hayes, 

“The United States and 
Spain: An _ Interpretation,” 
which appeared in ‘Between 
Book Ends” of Feb. 13, would 
seem to call for one or other 
observation to the young re- 
viewer. 

Modesty, sir, in a young man 
fs an admirable trait and one 
of the finest promises of fu- 
ture greatness. This is true of 


- life in general, but it is par- 


ticularly the case in the field 
of scholarship. When you have 
learned, after many more long 
years of study and research, 
as much history as Mr. Hayes 
has probably forgotten, you 
may be in a position to handle 
one of the recognized deans 
among American historians in 
as intemperate and disrespect- 
ful a manner as you did Mr. 
Hayes in your recent review, 
which gives one the imppession 
of being a bit of “book review 
lobbying” against the present 
regime in Spain. Remember, 
my dear young man, that emo- 
tionalism is no substitute for 
scholarship and, besides, is 
highly unbecoming an histor- 
ian, who by the code of his 
profession tries to look at both 
sides objectively. 


The fact that Mr. Hayes may 


“not agree with you does not 


make his interpretation incor- 
rect nor any one or all of those 
uncomplimentary things which 
you say about his work. These 
would be justified only if you 
are in secure possession of all 
the facts which you accuse him 
of misstating. It is to be hoped 
that you have sufficient his- 
torical acumen to recognize 
that much of the reporting on 


' modern Spain, on both sides, 


_. has been dangerously slanted. 


Since when, one may ask, 
does the presentation of the sec- 
ond side of any question “con- 
tribute poorly to the further- 
ance of understanding”? Mr. 
Hayes has the slight advantage 
of having been a firsthand wit- 
ness to many of the incidents 
which he recounts; he has not 
had to rely on books and ar- 
ticles and the reports of the 
modern gods of omniscience,

to pure a priori reasons. He 
will also be inclined to make 
sure that he is so broad in his 
knowledge that he thoroughly 
understands the opinion of a 
recognized scholar, operating 
in his own “field of scholastic 
competence,” before character- 
izing the view as “too frequent- 
1¢ punctuated by specious rea- 
soning, special pleading, dis- 
tortion through faulty compari- 
son, dangerous generalization, 
and basic misstatement of 
fact.” 

Perhaps, young sir, you 
might do well to renew your 
acquaintance with the  prin- 
ciples of historical criticism, 
though you are not so many 
years removed from graduate 
studies that they should have 
become so seriously dimmed 
and seemingly forgotten. 


As for being outside the 
“field of scholarly competence,” 
of which you accuse Mr. Hayes 
when he ventures an opinion as 
to possible Latin American re-

actions to a continuing “un- 
friendly policy on our part 
toward Spain,” take care. One 
may innocently turn the charge 
and find you straying rather 
far from your own “field of 
scholastic competence” in your 
presuming to pontificate on 
Spanish history. Surely, you 
are not so naive as to believe 
that competence in Latin Amer- 
ican history makes one an ex- 
pert, infallible and unassailable, 
on the universality of things 
Hispanic. 

Age may not make a person 
right, nor does even a reputa- 
tion. However, when years of 
scholarship have built the lat- 
ter, this fact does entitle a man 
of admitted historical stature 
(admitted even by yourself) to 
at least a small measure of re- 
spect. The fact that he has 
not written in accord with your 
views is scarcely enough reason 
for impugning his integrity. 
Sir, the spirit of your review 
was immodest. You “should 
know better.” Mr. Hayes, rather 
certainly, does. 


AN ADVOCATE OF FAIRNESS. 


Dear Book Editor: 
HE deviously repetitious 
shotgun blast at my review 
of Mr. Hayes’ most recent 
book on Spain is so written as 
to be utterly devoid of any 
clear proof that my critic has 
even read the work he attempts 
to defend. defense of book 
is purely an attack upon its 
critic. On seemingly a priori 
reasons he defends a work of 
which he demonstrates no 
knowledge. Meanwhile he false- 
ly charges me with basing crit- 
icism on such reasons. What 
sort of kettle is this calling a 
pot black? 
In answer te several acri- 


monious professional charges 
against me, I mention my com- 


-petence to review this book. In 


my doctoral studies, Spain (in- 
cluding the twentieth century) 
was one of my “fields.” My 
mentor intimately knew Spain 
over a number of decades as 
both student and teacher. In 
large past my doctoral thesis 
related to Spain per se; and my 
M.A, thesis impinged on Spain 
of the 1930’s. Come, my name- 
less one, and tell me your com- 
petence matches mine. 
o = . 


My critic insists I must be 
“in secure possession of ALL 
the facts.” Oh most high pon- 
tificator on the canons of his- 
torical scholarship, please do 
not exact perfection of mere 
men! No historian, even your 
godlike Hayes, has ever been 
positive he was “in secure pos- 
session of ALL the facts.” Fie 
on such naivete from one who 
turns the term naive upon me. 


This personal matter pales 
beside the .crux of the issue, 
namely Mr. Hayes’ historical 
writing. For many decades, 
during which he wrote numer- 
ous volumes (not one purely on 
Spain), Mr. Hayes was catholic 
(note the lower case ‘c’) in his 
approach to history. During the 
war, as an able and prominent 
Roman Catholic layman, he 
went to Madrid as the diplo- 
matic representative of the 
American people. In _ history 
and diplomacy his work was 
non-partisan. He wrote his 


' “Wartime Mission in Spain, 


1942-1945” in the same vein. 

Now, however, he repudiates 
the catholicity of his past in 
both history and diplomacy and 
writes a narrowly Roman Cath- 
olic interpretation. Do not get 
me wrong, he is entitled to 
write in that manner but in like 
manner the public is entitled 
to know that a previously non- 
partisan scholar is now other- 
wise. When two Jesuit padres 
recently wrote a good historial 
text from the Roman Catholic 
standpoint, they apprised their 
readers of that fact in both pref- 
ace and accompanying digest. 
I demand equivalent honesty 
from a great name as he de- 
parts from the precepts upon 
which his greatness rests. ° 

While a student at Columbia 
I admired the fine works of Mr. 
Hayes but I did so on the basis 
of scholarship and principle, 
not out of slavish, automatic 
adulation of a name. I bequeath 
to my critic a continuing meas- 
ure of his blind adulation of 
name; as for me, I will con- 
tinue to worship truth. 


To the suggestion I someday 
may learn as much as Mr. 
Hayes has probably forgotten, 
I will only say it is doubly un- 
fortunate if Mr. Hayes saw fit 
to write about some matters 
on which he had suffered a 
lapse of memory. Enough, too, 
of that ironical “my dear young 
man” with its implication I am 
still in short pants. I am old 
enough to be President of the 
United States. 

You fail, critic, to face and 
refute a single point I chal- 
lenged as untrue in Hayes’ 
book. When next you jump a 
review, do a better job of 
knowing both the work you are 
defending and the eritic you 
are attacking. 

My next lesson in historical 
scholarship will come from a 
better source than either Mr. 


Hayes’ latest book or my crit- r 


ic’s present letter.

T would be very hard to find 
| two books about the same

His “Emily Dickinson” is 
sure to sustain the fine reputa- 
tion of the “American Men of 
Letters Series” to which it is 
a contribution. It is a search- 
ing study of Emily’s poems, 
biographical and background 
details being incorporated only 
for their usefulness in complet- 
ing or enhancing the critical 
analysis. There was much in 
the culture Emily grew up in, 
it is clear—to explain her ‘“‘ar- 
ticulate inarticulateness.”

His book has a special message 
for this day when we are de- 
faming or ruining the careers 
of men who have the courage 
to express unpopular opinions. 


The prophet in his novel was 
a great American, Theodore 
Parker, who could not endure 
injustice to any man and espe- 
cially to the Negro slaves who 
fled in the 1850s via the under- 
ground “railway” to Boston, 
then the center and the heart 
of the abolitionist movement. 
It was also a day when Boston 
and Massachusetts at large con- 
tained more courageous and 
famous writers and orators 
than any other locality in the 
nation’s history. 


TRUMAN NELSON 


The novel is centered around 
a legal case which disturbed 
the whole country. The law 
of the land stated that a run- 
away slave must be seized and 
returned to his master, who 
would then often have him-bru- 
tally flogged. Anyone conceal- 
ing a slave became a criminal. 
The abolitionists of Boston had 
disobeyed the law, known as 
the Compromise of 1850, and 
had helped thousands of black 
fugitives to the Canadian bor- 
der. They were a dedicated 
group whose names still ring 
across a hundred years. Among 
them were the inspired preach- 
er Theodore Parker, William 
Lloyd Garrison, Wendell Phil- 
ips, Samuel Gridley and Julia 


Ward Howe, who was to write 
“The Battle Hymn of the Re- 
public.” 

Boston was fiercely divided 
between abolitionists and those 
who regarded Negroes as a 
menace and a threat to free 
labor. The tension mounted 
until the case of Anthony 
Burns, a humble Negro with a 
hideously maimed hand, ex- 
ploded the hostile groups into 
open warfare that only ended 
when the act was repealed.

ARKER, with his thunder- 
Pix sermons and his elo- 

quent pen, was the protag- 
onist of emancipation; he spoke 
openly of the need for war with 
the South. He was a prophet 
who emitted fire and brimstone. 
He was also a man of deep 
learning, which he had acquired 
by feverish study, a man who 
never spared himself mental or 
physical agonies. Like John 
Brown, he was “God's angry 
man,” entering into every con- 
ceivable controversy with in- 
furiating vitality. 

In the single year which Mr. 
Nelson's blazing and absorbing 
novel covers Theodore Parker 
endured the usual ecstasies and 
tortures that the true prophet 
must undergo. He had his 
faults and weaknesses, for 
which he atoned, but here at. 
least is a complete man por- 
trayed in fiction, angry and 
alive and far more convincing 
than all of the weak and fear- 
‘ful psychopaths who fill the 
pages of so many modern 
novels.

Nation Still Young. 


One reason why this sort of

of many types of properties here. 
Moreover, changes in construction 
and land planning are so rapid 
(not-withstanding current com- 
plaints that builders and develop- 
ers are behin«’ the times) that 
Obsolescence is a highly impor- 
tant factcr in determining true 
value of property, particularly 
residential property. 

Some efforts have been made 
fn academic fields to arrive at 
one all-inclusive, yardstick by 
which the value of property can 
be measured, a yardstick that 
would be accepted by all con- 
cerned with property, but so far 
no such yardstick has been de- 
yised or accepted and each indi- 
yidual or concern goes on fixing 


sticks for value that have made it 
extremely difficult through the 
years for those who must assess 
properties for tax purposes to 
achieve equality of appraisal 
within a taxing body's boundaries 
(such zs a city, county, et:.) and 
have made it easy for assessments 
to be established in haphazard 
manner by rule of thumb and, in 
some cases in some places at 
various times, for political influ- 
ence to have a bearing upon the 
results. 

All over the nation now, re- 
assessment of properties is being 
talked about and in many cases 
special appropriations of tax mon- 
ies are being wked to finance 
the job.

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Inquiry Spreads 
On G. I. Housing 
Of VA Program 


By ROBERT F. LOFTUS 
WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP)— 
Congressional investigators indi- 
cated yesterday that they have 
barely scratched the surface in 


their inquiry into defective hous- 
ing sold to veterans ugder the 
G.I. Bill of Rights. 

Rep. Albert Rains (Dem.), Ala., 
chairman of a house banking 
subcommittee which is digging 
into the whole field of govern- 
ment financed or insured hous- 
ing, said complaints are flooding 
into his office by the thousands 
from ex-servicemen who claim to 
have been cheated on homes 
bought with loans guaranteed by 
the Veterans Administration. 

The Rains subcommittee, fresh 
from four days of on-the-s 
hearings on faulty VA and 


guaranteed housing in northern 
New Jersey and New York, is 
heading next for Oklahoma City, 
Okla., and Corpus Christi, Tex. 

The two southwestern cities 
were singled out as a result of 
direct complaints from these 
areas and from Texas and Okla- 
homa members of congress whose 
constituents are crying “fraud.” 


Rains said the subcommittee 
may extend its investigation later 
to Detroit and Chicago, where 
conditions have been reported as 
bad as, if not worse than, those 
already uncovered in New York 
and New Jersey. 

He said evidence produced at 
the New York-New Jersey hear- 
ings indicated that blame for the 
situation rests largely on the VA 
and FHA appraisers who must in- 
spect each house before the gov- 
ernment will guarantee a mort- 
gage on it. He added that so far 
the bulk of the bad housing 
turned up in his inquiry is VA- 
insured construction. 

Rains acknowledged that to 
date only a small percentage of 
the more than 12 million VA 
homes s&id to ex-servicemen

The 144-page manual, used in 
conjunction with mimeographed 
work sheets in the field provides 
for assessment valuation by the 
summation (adding up) of various 
value factors pertaining to a 
given property, the resulting sum 
being a weighted (that is to say 
modified or adjusted) reproduc- 
tion cost. The procedure is suf- 
ficiently basic that, by changing 
the production cost basis (cur- 
rently, the United States Bureau 
of* Labor Statistics figure with a 
1942 base is used), 
utilized continuously here or else- 
where for many years and make 
possible a “continuing inventory” 
type of property valuation for the 
city.

contractors, only 35 per cent re- 
port adequate advance planning 
fora future work; Highway con- 
tractors, 55 per cent report ade- 
quate advance planning; and, 
heavy contractors, 74 per cent re- 
port planning is adequate. 

In general, this survey points 
up the fact that not only is the 
construction industry under last 
year’s peak by a large percentage, 
but it threatens to fall even far- 
ther behind because of lack of 
future planning. 

This lack of planning can be 
attributed te confusion over ma- 
terial controls. Most members re- 
sponding to the survey felt that 
government controls should he 
modified or eliminated, and that 
controls on materials were not 
realistic.

PIANOS WANTED 
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For years harassed residents 
of the housing developments 
which have surrounded many of 
thees airports have accepted the 
roar and discomfort of low-flying 
planes as their lot in life, their 
payments for the city’s privilege 
of having air service to its door- 
step. 

Lately there has been a new 
awareness of the hazard over- 
head, especially in bad weather. 
Since the recent series of three 
airplane crashes at Elizabeth, 
N.J., in which 118 were killed, 
there have been references to air 
traffic as “an umbrella of dis- 
aster.” 

Commission Named by Truman. 

President Truman has named a 
three-man commission to make a 
study of the relationship between 
accidents and crowded airports. 

There have been studies of ac- 
cidents and airports before—by 
congressional commitiees, by 
Government agencies, by indus- 
try organizations, but none on 
the scale of this new survey. 

Earlier studies have concerned 
themselves more with the ques- 
tion of greater airport accessibil- 
ity, of reducing the automobile 
commuting distances between air 
terminals and civic centers. 

The forthcoming survey will 
have a somewhat different theme: 
How to make airports safer, how 
to reduce the hazard to surround- 
ing areas, how to cope with in- 
creasing air traffic, how to choose 
sites for new airports. 

Doolittle Heads Group. 

Truman appointed Lt. Gen. 
James H. Doolittle, famed former 
Ari Force general and one-time 
racing pilot, chairman of the 
commission. Doolittle is now a 
Shell Oil Co. executive and a 
part-time adviser to the Defense 
Department. Doolittle is a for- 
mer St. Louisan. 

The other commission mem- 
bers: 

Dr. Jerome C. Humsaker, de- 
signer of the airship Shenandoah 
and the flying boat NC4, first 
to fly the Atlantic, and now head 
of the aeronautical engineering 
department at Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. 

Charles F. Horne, head of the 
Commerce Department's Civil 
Acronautics Administration. 

S. Paul Johnston, air historian 
and former aviation magazine 
editor who was executive direc- 
tor of the President's Air Policy 
Commission of 1948, will serve as 
executive secretary. 

The commission will hold its 
first meeting here Tuesday. It 
is to complete its study within 
90 days. 

CAB Hearing on Crashes. 

The Civil Aeronautics Board 
has scheduled hearings on two of 
the Elizabeth accidents March 4 
and March 12. House and Sen- 
ate committees also have looked 
into the situation there, and a 
special Air Transport Association 
Committee, headed by President 
Eddie Rickenbacker of Eastern 
Air Lines, has come out with 
recommendations for improving 
operation of Newark airport. 

President Truman has asked 
the ctmmission to confer with 
those and other committees. 
Among others likely to be heard 
are the airline pilots and elec- 
tronics engineers, who have some 
frank things to say about blind 
(instrument) landings. 

At a recent symposium a repre- 
sentative group of them agreed 
that all-weather flying is imprac- 
tical now and in the near future. 

Regulations now permit land- 
ings at fields where the cloud 
ceiling is as low as 200 feet and 
visibility as limited as half a 
mile. 

W. W. Moss, pilot for Pan 
American Airways, said these 
minimums are unrealistic in view 
of the high speeds and compli- 
cated instruments of modern air- 
craft. 

Robert Roe, test pilot for the 
Sperry Gyroscope Co., said that 
30 per cent of attempted landings 
with minimums of 400-foot ceilings 
and half a mile visibility are 
“missed approaches” — that is, 
pilots have to land elsewhere or 
swing around for another try. 

Hunsaker on Prior Inquiry. 

One member of the commission 
is an old hand at the job. Hun- 
saker was a member of a three- 
man committee on air safety ap- 
pointed by Truman in 1947 follow- 
ing the fatal crashes of three 
DC-4 airplanes within two weeks. 

That committee recommended 
that airplanes fly not lower than 
2000 feet above ground level. This 
has become general practice. 

The Committee also recom- 
mended that the reversible pitch 
propeller be adopted to break 
speed after landing. 

Ironically, the most recent crash 
at Elizabeth has been blamed on 
a propeller going into reverse 
pitch in flight—the equivalent of 
the sudden jamming-on of a brake 
on one side of the plane. 

Another recommendation—that 
integral (built-in) fuel tanks be 
redesigned and be made of rubber 
or plastic so that they would not 
rupture so easily in a crash—has 
not been put into effect. 

Present fuel tanks are such an 
integral part of wing design and 
wing support that an expensive, 
complete re-design job would be 
required.

Boodle Days in St. Louis 


By Dickson Terry - . 


What can be done about corruption in government? Here is 


the story of how just one man, by merely doing his sworn duty, put 
an end to organized “boodling” in St. Louis a half century ago. 


_— 


N a pleasant autumn evening in the year 1899, a group of 19 

men might have been seen gathered in the living room of one 

Julius Lehmann, a well-known St. Louis politician. After greet- 
ings and a few cynical jokes had been exchanged, the meeting would 
have been called to order. There was business to attend to. Very 
pleasant business. The division of $38,000 which had been collected 
that day from the sale of a street railway franchise. 

The man who had acted as agent in the deal would have laid 
a bundle of bills, hundreds and fifties, on the dining room table, 
and while the men gathered around, grinning and rubbing their 
hands, Lehmann, who had a rather grim sense of humor, would 


have sat down at the piano and softly played “Home Sweet Home.” 
He always did when the boodle was divided. Said it made it even 


more pleasant. 


The men in the room were well 
dressed according to the fashion 
of the day, which meant four but- 
ton sack suits which buttoned 
high on the chest, all but obscur- 
ing their wide silk neckties. Some 
had walrus mustaches, all smoked 
big cigars, and they had the air 
of men in the money. They were. 
Other people’s. 

They were known, among t - 
selves, as “The Combine,” and‘ 
more rapacious bunch of political 
blackguards never lived. They 
were devoted to the systematic 
sale of legislation to the highest 
bidder. They were members of 
the Municipal Assembly, the city’s 
governing body in those days, 
and each of them had been sworn 
to the following oath: : 

“I do solemnly swear before 
almighty God that in associat- 
ing myself and becoming a 
member of this Combine, I will 


vote and act with the Combine | 


whenever and wherever I may be 
ordered to do so. And I fur- 
ther solemnly swear that I will 
not at any place or any time 
reveal the fact that there is a 
Combine and that I will not 
communicate to any person or 
persons anything that may take 
place at any meeting of the 
Combine. 

“And I do solemnly agree 


that, in case I should reveal 
the fact that any person in this 
Combine has received money, I 
hereby permit and authorize 
other members of this Combine 
to take the forfeit of my life in 
such manner as they may deem 
proper, and that my throat may 
be cut, my tongue torn out, and 
my body thrown inte the Mis- 
sissippi river. And all this I 
do solemnly swear, so help me 
God.” 


Membership in the Combine 
was confined to members of the 
two houses of St. Louis’ municipal 
government—the Council and the 
House of Delegates—and there 
were enough members in each 
branch to maintain a controlling 
vote. 

These men were distinguished 
not only for their corruption, 
but also for their audacity and 
sheer love of their work. They 
had fixed prices for legislation, 
which might be a few thousand 
for a railway spur to a hundred 


thousand for a street railway 


franchise. 
_ * 

HEN business got dull with 

the Combine and there were 

no more street franchises to 
be sold ‘or lighting franchises to 
be disposed of, they would lock 
around for something else to do. 
Sometimes they would indulge in 
a little sandbagging. Some mem- 
ber of the group would introduce 
a bill which would be harmful to 
a wealthy industrialist. Before the 
bill was killed, they would collect 
a handsome fee. 

When one of them heard from 
a Philadelphia boodler that some 
members of the Board of Alder- 
men there had collected $50,000 
each for leasing the city gas works 
to private interests, the Combine 
became interested. The gas works 
here wasn't owned by the city, but 
the waterworks was. They de- 
cided to sell the waterworks, pro- 
vided they could get a million 
bucks in boodle. But purchasers 
with whom they were negotiating 
backed out because of certain con- 
ditions in the city charter. 

They looked around for some- 
thing else to sell, and decided on 


the courthouse, They agreed on

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a fee of $100,000 for each mem- 
ber, the city to get nothing ex- 
cept the use of the two top 
floors. They would have gotten 
away with it except that it turned 
out the title to the ground speci- 
fied it was to be used for noth- 
ing but a courthouse. So they 
decided instead to sell the Union 
market. An ordinance was in- 
troduced but the market men 
raised a fund of $20,000 to pay 
them off and the bill was killed. 
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ACK of the Combine was a 

man named Ed Butler, a for- 

mer blacksmith, who was the 
Democratic political boss of St. 
Louis. He made and unmade men, 
and he controlled not only the 
Combine but also controlled or 
dominated virtually every politi- 
cian of both parties in the city. 
He was the negotiator, the man 
who made the deals between those 
who wanted legislation enacted, 
and those who could enact it— 
the Combine. 

So, as our meeting breaks up 
at Lehmann’s house, the members 
of the Combine are very well 
satisfied with themselves and 
things. Perhaps one of them asks 
if the others heard what Mayor 
Henry Ziegenhein had said that 
day. 

A group of citizens had called 
on the Mayor to demand action 
on a Street lighting bill because a 
large part of the city was without 
lights. And the  exasperate 
Mayor had replied, “Well, we've 
got a moon yet, ain't it?” 

The guffaws of laughter which 
greeted the story would be in- 
spired by a secret knowledge not 
shared with the rest of St. Louis. 
Because only the Combine knew 
that the reason the bill was held 
up was that Ed Butler was still 
negotiating with a gas lighting 
company which was going to 
eventually have to pay the Com- 
bine $47,500 to pass the bill. 

The poor Mayor was as helpless 
in.the grip of the Combine as the 
rest of the population. The black- 
est years were 1898, '99, and 1900. 
Foreign corporations came into 
the city to share in the graft and 
home industries were driven out 
by blackmail. Franchises worth 
millions were granted without one 
cent of cash to the city, payrolls 
were padded, work on public im- 


standing, and the people submitted 
in silence. Such was the low state 
of St. Louis when an unknown 
by the name of Joseph Wingate 
Folk appeared on the horizon. 
Folk was once described by a 
political opponent as an ideal or 
imaginary person, existing only

in the minds of the people of . 


Missouri. If he seemed almost 
too good to be true it was be- 
cause he represented a concept 
of honesty which many people 
found hard to recapture. His ene- 
mies never did recapture it, and 
they finally crucified him po- 
litically, but not before he had 
shown the people of St. Louis, 
the state of Missouri and the 
whole nation what honest, cou- 
rageous and vigorous prosecution 
could do. 

Folk was born in Brownsville, 
Tenn., studied law at Vanderbilt 
University and came to St. Louis 


at the invitation of his uncle to. 


practice law. That was in 1894. 
Nobody heard of him until the 
early summer of 1900, when he 
was instrumental in settling a 
45-day transit strike.” That fall 
when Democrats met to select 
nominees for the party ticket, 
Folk’s name was put forward for 
the office of circuit attorney. In 
his campaign speeches he merely 
said he would do his duty. The 
people accepted this as the usual 
catch phrase. The politicians did 
likewise.

HE first surprise that came to 

T the boodlers came quickly. 
Folk started prosecuting fraud- 
ulent voters. Ed Butler went to 
him and tried to explain that he 
was prosecuting the men who had 
put him in office. Butler’s In- 
dians, a crew of hangers-on who 
were taken from poll to poll to 
again, were a 


heavy-shouldered young man—he 
was only 33 years old—seemed 
to settle down to run his office 
in routine fashion. It seems log- 
ical to believe that he knew of 
the existence of the Combine— 
most people did by this time— 
but had no openings. Then one 
day he found one. He saw a 
newspaper item which hinted at 
boodle money in escrow in a St. 
Louis bank.:

right. Charles H. Turner, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis and Su- 
burban Railway Co., wanted an 
extension of his company’s fran- 
chises. Butler had agreed to get 
the Combine to pass the measure 
for $145,000 to be divided among 
them. But neither party 

the other. Philip Stock, acting as 
agent for Turner, would not turn 
the money over until the law 
passed. The Combine wanted the 
money first. So they agreed to 
put pert of the money in a de- 
posit box with duplicate keys at 
the Lincoln Trust Co., the rest in 
the same manner at the Missis- 
sippi Valley Trust Co. Stock held 
one key, John Brinkmeyer, agent 
of the Combine, held another. 


The franchise measure was in- 
troduced in the Council, the lower 
body of the city assembly, and 
passed. However, before it could 
pass the House of Delegates, a 
group of citizens stopped it with 
an injunction. Then an argument 
ensued about paying the money. 
News of the argument leaked out. 

Folk went to the newspaper of- 
fice, got hold of the reporter who 
had written the item, and learned 
a lot more which the paper 
couldn’t print because it couldn’t 
be substantiated. Folk decided to 
find out: at that moment the ideal 
Joseph Wingate Folk was born. 


He summoned almost 100 wit-

cluding members of the Combine. 
They made a farce of the pro- 
ceedings, and Folk learned ex- 
actly nothing. Then he took a 
long chance. He summoned Tur- 
ner, head of the transit company, 
and Stock, his agent. He told 
them that unless they appeared 
before the grand jury within 48 
hours, he would send them to the 
penitentiary. They, thinking the 
boodlers had squealed, appeared 
and confessed their part in the 
deal. 

From that moment things moved 
rapidly. Charles Kratz (he was 
being spoken of for Congress) and 
John K. Murrell, representatives 
of the Combine in the two houses, 
were arrested. Emil Meysenburg, 
millionaire broker, was 

Henry Nicolaus, 
wealthy brewer and a member of 
the board of the street railway 
company, had to send for a bonds- 
man to keep from spending a 
night in jail. The cable car- 
ried the news to Millionaire 
Ellis Wainwright, also a director 
of the railway company, who was 
vacationing in Egypt, that he had 
been indicted. Julius Lehmann 
was charged with perjury, as was 
Harry Faulkner, another member 
of the Municipal Assembly. 
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ONSTERNATION spread 
(C among the boodle gang. Some 
took night trains for other 
states and foreign countries. 
Others stayed to make plans. 
Within 24 hours after the first 
indictments, a meeting of bribe- 
givers and bribe-takers, which 
in some of the town’s 
wealthiest men and most power- 
ful politicians, was held in South 
St. Louis. They were estimated 
to have a total wealth of $30,000,- 
000, and they pledged this and 
their political influence against 
the one little man in the prose- 


tionists went to work on Folk. 
Political leaders tried promise of 
future rewards. Detectives went 
seeking something in the young 
lawyer's past to use against him, 
but here was a knight with no 
chink in his armor. Witnesses were 
given money to stay out of town 
until the grand jury adjourned. 

What was the reaction of the 
good people of the town? Well, 


sad to say, statesmen, lawyers, 
merchants, churchmen, men 
prominent in all walks of life 
went to Folk and asked him to 
lay off. He told them all he was 
not looking forward to a political 
career, and that he had only just 
begun. 

He went right on digging, and 
pretty soon he turned up the 
North and South Central Trac- 
tion franchise deal which smelled 
far worse than Suburban Transit. 
Early in 1898 a promoter rented 
the fanciest suite at the Planters 
Hotel, stocked it with liquor and 
cigars, and went forth looking for 
the right people. Within a few 
weeks a bill was introduced 
which granted a street railway 
franchise for virtually every street 
in the town, including the right 
to parallel many of the tracks 
of companies already operating. 
It was passed, but vetoed by 
Mayor Ziegenhein. The suite was 
restocked, more bribe money was 
raised, and the bill passed over 
the mayor’s veto. It cost the pro- 
moters $250,000. But they im- 
mediately turned around and sold 
the franchises to an eastern syn- 
dicate for $1,250,000, which gave 
them $1,000,000 for doing noth- 
ing but passing out bribe money. 

Out of thig the United Railways 
Co. was formec which, without 
laying a rail, or owning the wheel 
of a streetcar, was able to com- 
pel every street railroad in St. 
Louis, of which there were sev- 
eral, to part with stock and 
right-of-way and agree to a mer- 
ger. 

Two indictments grew out of 
this case, those of Robert W. 
Snyder, traction company mag- 
nate, and George H. Kobusch, 
president of the St. Louis Car Co, 
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HE first boodle case tried was 
T that of Emil Meysenburg, a 

member of the Combine. He. 
was defended by three of the 
city’s best attorneys, but young 
Folk was more than a match for 
them. Meysenburg was sentenced 
to three years in prison. 

This came as a complete upset 
to the Combine. Ed Butler had 
assured them that not a man 
would go to prison. Didn’t he 
own virtually every politician in 
the state? But Charles Kratz and 
John Murrell promptly fled to 
Mexico. Folk got them back. 
Through sources he learned that 
Murrell was ill and broke. The 
Post-Dispatch sent its ace re- 
porter, Frank R. O'Neill, to Mex- 
ico in the summer of 1902. He 
was successful in persuading 
Murrell to come back. 

Kratz wouldn’t come, so Folk 
went to Washington and con- 
vinced President Theodore Roose- 
velt that bribery should be in- 
cluded in the extradition treaty 
with Mexico. An amendment to 
the treaty was approved and made 
retroactive. Kratz was brought 
home. 

Murrell confessed to every- 
thing, and his confession brought 
forth more indictments. Folk had 
been working on a man named 
Robertson, who insisted he knew 
nothing. Folk asked him what he 
would say if confronted by Mur- 
rell. Robertson laughed. “Mur- 
rell,” he said, “is in Mexico.” 

He was still laughing when 
Folk opened a door and Murrell 
walked in from the back office. 
Robertson started shaking from 
head to foot, sank in his chair, 
and started talking. As a result 
of what he had to say, Folk got 
indictments on all the rest of the 
Combine at one swoop. 

But people were pointing out 
that Folk still hadn’t nailed the 
man higher up—Ed Butler. Folk

Makes a Hit With St. Louis Candid 


Soft, Relaxing Music

HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 23 (AP). 


UST call Bandleader Paul Weston “The King of the Super- 
markets.” 

That’s not because he composed “Shrimp Boats,” a 
song which a fishing trade paper said helped boost the sale 
of shrimp. 

Long known as an arranger, Weston got an idea a few 
years ago there might be a market for records that could 
compete with conversation. 

“Everybody thought I was nuts—about to commit musical 
suicide,” comments the youngish Weston. “An arranger to 
get known must over-arrange. Here I come along and want 
to under-arrange.” 

What Weston had in mind was soft, relaxing musie which 
would not intrude on living room conversation during a card 
game or dining table talk. . 

Soon after the first of the Weston albums came out, 
various members of the band would greet him thus: 

“They love us in the A & P Westwood or the Safeway 
Pasadena.” 

It seems that psychologists had found out that soft, re- 
laxing background music keeps people in a store longer—and 
of course, makes them buy more, And, as many a war plant 
found out during World War II, soft music soothes jangled 
nerves and bolsters workers’ morale. 


The South Bend, Ind., Tribune even found that continual - 


background music piped into the city room tends to prevent 
reporters and city editors from snarling at each other. 
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Thanks, in large part, to the supermarkets and 
industrial users, Weston’s albums sold 138,547 copies 
or more than a million records in 1950. The 1951 
sales total more than 200,000 albums under such 
titles as “Melodies for Sweethearts,” “Melodies for 
Moonlight” or “Music for Reflection.” 
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@ WESTON, 39 years old, looks more like an economics pro- 
fessor than a musician. In fact, he may be the only musician 
in Hollywood with a Phi Beta Kappa key. 

He studied the piano in his hometown of Pittsfield, 
Mass., and learned the clarinet at Dartmouth where he was 
graduated cum laude in 1933. He next went to Columbia 
University for graduate work in economics. 

At Columbia, he made an arrangement and sold it to 
Bandleader Joe Haymes, who was playing an engagement at 
the Hotel McAlpin. 

“I arranged and copied that first arrangement for $10— 
less than they now pay a copyist,” Weston recalls. 
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Like many another depression student, Weston 
couldn’t afford to hear his first arrangement played. 
“I had to stand outside the door and catch snatches 
of it as the cash customers went in and out.” 
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@ BUT THAT ARRANGEMENT led to more jobs with such 
bands as those of Rudy Vallee and Phil Harris. The career 
in economics was by-passed. | 

In 1935, the Dorsey brothers split and Weston became 
the arranger for Tommy Dorsey. For the next five years, he 
turned out some of Tommy's early swing classics. 

Although arrangers often make or break a band, they 
ere little known outside the trade. It was not until 1940 
that the public began to hear of Weston. Then a new singer 
using Weston arrangements and a Weston band for her 
records started her rise to fame. Her name was Dinah Shore. 
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Since then, Weston has made a good living as the 
“man behind the hits.” He currently has made the 
arrangements and conducted the band behind such 
hit records as “Jealousy” with Frankie Laine; “Shang- 
hai” with Doris Day; “Hey, Good Lookin’” and 
“Pretty Eyed Baby” with Laine and Jo Stafford 
and “Shrimp Boats” with Miss Stafford and the Nor- 
man Luboff Choir.

Schneider says, and while he is 
not ready to announce his choice 
of cabinet members he does have 
a favorite for Vice President, 
even if the potential veep has 
not yet been advised of his selec- 
tion. 

“If I were nominated and 
elected, I think Taft would then 
come around to my view,” the 
candidate from Ferguson explains. 
“He would make the best quali- 
fied man for Vice President.” 

- His backers find Schneider re- 
freshingly unencumbered by con- 
ventional political ties. He served 
three terms as state representa- 
tive 20 years ago and in 1928 
ran a poor third for the Repub- 
lican gubernatorial nomination. 
From 1919-1925 he represented 
the Associated Industries of Mis- 
souri in workmen’s compensation 
cases. About that time, he also 
was attorney for the local street- 
can men’s union. “Just because 
you represented a union at that 
time doesn’t mean you should 
have the misleaders of labor de- 
stroy America from within now,” 
he explains. 
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OST present-day ‘political 
Miscotnsayers know little more 

about him. If placed in the 
position of having to give the mat- 
ter some thought, they would in- 
cline to the belief that Schneider 
might run out of matches before 
he gets his prairie fire started. 
So far, the only outsiders excit- 
ed about his candidacy are his 
neighbors’ children in Ferguson 
who have been bragging in school 
that they know the next Presi- 
dent. 

Undismayed, Schneider has 
filed in the New Hampshire pri- 
maries and is preparing to take 
the stump there and in other 
states to get the country aroused. 

“The vital issues haven't been 
discussed since 1932,” he says. 

Awakening a nation to vital {s- 
sues is going to mean quite a 
change in the tranquil life of 
childless Bill Schneider. Deep- 
voiced and hawk-nosed, he weighs 
in at a trim 185 pounds and looks 
nowhere near his age, which is 
64. He speaks deliberately and 
earnestly, holds himself ramrod 
straight, dresses somberly. His 
hat is pressed squarely into his 
grave face. The brim is broad 
and always up. His collars are 
stiffly starched 


On a typical working day, 
Schneider arises about 6:30 a.m. 
in the roomy two-story frame 
home he has occupied since 1926 
and where he rents the upper 
floor te another family. He lets 
“Mister Chips,” the family dog, 
out of the basement and puts on 
the coffee. It always percolates 
exactly 40 minutes. Then he de- 
scends into the basement to 
shovel coal into the hopper of his 
stoker and turns again to the 
kitchen to help Mrs. Schneider 
fix breakfast. He usually squeezes 
the oranges. Unlike some presi- 
dential timber, he doesn't care for 


and they are not altogether en- 
chanted by the idea. Bill has been 
a tourist at the White House and 
doesn’t care for the architecture. 
“It strikes me like a great big 
barn,” he says. Mrs. Schneider is 
worried how the White House 
might affect “Mister Chips” and 
the family cat, “Boots.” 


Since the burdens of public 
life don’t as yet weigh upon him, 
Schneider turns to his unglamor- 
ous, highly specialized law busi- 
ness when the morning chores 
are done. His downtown office 
is only a mailing address, and so 
he usually takes the bus to the 
Civil Courts building and its law 
library where he is currently re- 
searching for the third edition of 
his book, “Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Law.” If he has correspond- 
ence to get out, he stays home 
and dictates to Mrs. Schneider, 
who is attractive, just 20 years 
his junior and who used to be a 
stenographer. 

Mrs. Schneider is not notably 
enthusiastic about her husband’s 
presidential aspirations, but she 
believes that he has an important 
mission to perform and she has 
pondered about the life of a first 


lady. 

“I don’t like the limelight,” 
she says, “but I know one thing: 
I wouldn’t be like Eleanor.” 

Speech-making and such, she 
feels, should be the President's 
prerogative. 

Lunch time finds Schneider, as 
it has several times a week for 
35 years, at the same table in a 
business man’s restaurant down- 
town. His companions are nearly 
always the same and the waitress 
doesn’t need to ask him what he 
wants to eat. Wordlessly, she 
brings one sweet roll, a dish of 
apple sauce and a cup of coffee. 
On rare occasions, the apple 
sauce will give way to a dish of 
cottage eeets. “ 


UNCH conversation ranges over 

considerable territory. Early 

during the war, Schneider de- 
cided that some of the anecdotes 
about notables that had been told 
at the table would find a ready 
market. He collected them into a 
short manuscript which was pub- 
lished and sold for 25 cents at some 
newsstands under the title, “Life’s 
Happy Accidents.” But only half 
of the 6000 copies printed were 
sold. Between this circumstance 
and paper rationing, it was de- 
cided that the booklet would re- 
main not only the first but also 
the last of a series although it was 
marked “Vol. 1, No. 1” and adver- 
tised as a quarterly.

HE Schneiders maintain two 
T bee hives in their yard and Bill 

conducts occasional exchanges 
of notes about them with his mail- 
man, another bee keeper. The 
Schneiders also raise all their 
own beans, sweet corn, squash 
and tomatoes. Bill does all the 
yard work. 


For 35 years, Schneider has 
been one of the more argumenta- 
tive members of the St. Louis 
Public Questions Club. Before an 
audience of some 35 or 40 local 
debaters he has distinguished 
himself as a stubborn, colorful 
standard-bearer of his favorite 
causes. 


“They know me as an uncom- 
promising foe of the New Deal,” 
he said with pride. “I ask no 
quarter and I give none.” 

It was his talent as an orator 
and his search for satisfying 
extra-curricular activity which 
started Schneider on the lonely 
road toward high office. In 1946, 
he first talked before the St. 
Louis Rotary Club. The talk went 
over so well that he was invited 
to address a metal trades con- 
vention, and soon he began speak- 
ing before lumbermen, vacuum 
cleanef people, and other busi- 
ness audiences. His standard talk, 
which he advertises with his own 
impressive broadside, is entitled 
“Fundamentals of National Ills 
and Remedies.” 

Last summer, he gave this talk 
before the local Rotarians. Some 
Rotarians, led by President Joseph 
T. Monnig of the Missouri Steel 
& Wire Co., thought larger audi- 
ences should be permitted to hear 
Schneider's views. They and other 
business and onal men 
collected about $2500 for Schnei- 
der to buy radio and television 
time and promised more support 
once Schneider got going. The 
radio and television stations, how- 
ever, pointed out that Federal 
Communications Commission reg- 
ulations forbid acceptance of such 
programs except from candidates 
for public office. 

Schneider is bitter about this. 
“Pro-American talks such as I 
make are considered contro- 
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Davis Sugg, a printing salesman 
who comes from Texas and wears 
a rancher’s big hat, was named 
campaign manager. A pamphlet 
explaining Schneider’s principles 
was published, listing 16 St.

But apparently 
like Schneider and respect his 
opinions. “His thinking is true 
Americanism,” says E. P. Stupp 
of Stupp Brothers Bridge & Iron 
Co., another committee member. 

G. A. Buder Jr., an attorney 
and another committeeman, 
thinks Schneider has a fighting 
chance. “Unless the convention 
should get into a deadlock, his 
chances would not be too strong,” 
Buder says. “But if they start 
picking dark horse material, the 
stand that he takes on vital is- 
sues will be in his favor. I think 
he’s got sufficiently good connec- 
tions to pick himself a good 
cabinet.” 

What are Schneider's views on 
some “vital issues’? 

Topping the list is his advo- 
cacy of outright repeal of the 
*“W agner-Taft-Hartley” law, thus 
wiping out the “monopoly power 
of union labor which is driving 
us toward national socialism.” If 
the policies of the present admin- 
istration continue, Schneider 
feels, the country is in for a 
totalitarian regime of “brown 
shirts and black shirts.” 

“Why, in the late ‘thirties,’” he 
Says, “there were groups of busi- 
ness men right here who wouldn't 
dare speak on governmental mat- 
ters or they'd at once be harassed 
with tax difficulties. That's the 
beginning of a Gestapo.”

Among other things, Schneider 
is against the Communist influ- 
ence which he feels has been 
especially strong in the making of 
American foreign policy. He 
thinks all ted 


“millionaire’s amendment” which 
would limit income taxes to 25 
per cent and quadruple earnings 
of millionaires but would not 
benefit taxpayers in the lower 
brackets. 

Asked what men in public life 
he admires most, the name that 
comes first into Schneider’s mind 
is that of Sen. John W. Bricker 
of Ohio. 

The candidate from Ferguson 
has an appealing grassroots back- 
ground, He was born in a cotton- 
wood cabin on the plains near 
Pilger, Nebr. Both parents were 
immigrants from Germany and 
lived in a sod dugout for the first 
five years of their marriage. 
When Bill was a boy, they took 
him twice a year by ox team to 
Omaha, 100 miles away, for pro- 
visions and carried firearms, he 
said, as protection against hostile 
Indians. At home, he plowed a 
straight furrow, milked cows and 
fed chickens.

T Wayne University he waited 
Ao tables, instructed in pen- 

manship and bookkeeping, and 
on graduation taught in a one-room 
country school for $40 a month. 
Then he partly worked his way 
through the University of Michi- 
gan law school by door-to-door 
peddling of picture post cards 
and a medical encyclopedia. 

Coming to St. Louis in 1911, 
he clerked for a couple of years 
with a law firm and from 1913 
to 1917 was an attorney for the 
Union Electric Co. He ran in 
1917 for the Board of Aldermen. 
“I almost beat the machine that 
time,” he says. “It’s a good thing 
I wasn’t elected. It would have 
been such a sensation it would 
have gone to my head. Prin- 
cipally, I wanted to advertise 
that I was getting away from 
Union Electric and opening my 
own law office.” 

He was elected to the Legisla- 
ture in 1925, 1927 and in 1931, 
writing and pushing through 
the state Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Law. In 1930, his first wife 
divorced him and in 1933 he mar- 
ried his present wife. 

Schneider vividly remembers 
how in 1928 he conducted a one- 
man drive for the gubernatorial 
nomination much as he is running 
for President now. He stumped 
the state in his own car, accom- 
panied only by his wife, and spent 
$5700 of his own money. He cam- 
paigned to the last day and on 
election eve a big party of cel- 
ebrants invaded his home. 

“The radio went bad around 10 
o’clock but the party went right 
on,” Schneider remembers. It 
wasn’t until the next morning 
when, upon arising early, the can- 
didate recewed the news of his 
defeat. 

“I was not too greatly sur- 
prised,” he says.

How Goes Life

Why do the Russians regard 


* themselves as peace-lovers and 


Americans as war-mongers? Why 
do they picture Stalin as a demi- 
god and Truman and Acheson 
as Satan’s eager beavers? What 
are the small details and experi- 
ences of everyday life in this 
Communist empire where women 
work side by side with men, even 
in the coal mines? 

Is there any real freedom of 
press, speech and public assem- 
bly? What about Siberia and 
slave labor camps? Is_ Stalin 
mindful of the fate that overtook 
Hitler and Mussolini? 


Some answers to these ques- 


‘tions have been brought to Amer- 


ica by Paul S. Cadbury, English 
industrialist and leader in the 
Quaker church. Cadbury is neither 
Communist nor Conservative by 
party affiliation. He is a member 
of the Liberal party which gave 
Gladstone to his empire. A paci- 
fist by conviction, he was one of 
a group of seven British Quaker 
men and women who visited So- 
viet Russia last summer to do 
what little they could to lessen 
tensions between the two worlds 
of Marx and anti-Marxism. Now 
he is touring the U.S.A., relating 
his experiences and impressions 
to audiences. ‘His tour included 
St. Louis, where he talked to 
four different groups on Feb. 5.) 


At the outset, Cadbury, a 56- 
year-old chocolate-candy million- 
aire from Birmingham, the same 
city which produced Neville 
Chamberlain, thinks he has a 
message to get over to the masses. 
His message, in brief, is that the 
Russians, in spite of their gov- 
ernment, are still people and be- 
have like people—not quite the 
same as Americans or British, 
but still people would rather love 
than hate, conditions permitting. 


Deeply religious, Cadbury was 
inspired upon seeing “God Is 
Love” inscribed on the walls of 
a Baptist church which he attend- 
ed in Moscow. He was a trifle 
amazed, however, at the Rus- 
sians’ definition of love—they be- 
lieve that God is on their side 
and that they are being faithful 
to God in hating those wicked, 
war-mongering enemies, the 
Americans. Forgive thine enemies 
is not part of their creed. 
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LL arrangements for the Cad- 

bury tour were handled by the 

Russian Peace Committee, the 
quasi-official body which spon- 
sored the notorious Stockholm 
peace appeal and was disappoint- 
ed when the Quakers, pleading 
they had no political interests, po- 
litely declined to subscribe to the 
appeal. The Peace Committee 
assigned six interpreters to ac- 
company the seven visitors on 
their tours of Moscow, Leningrad 
and Kiev, except for after-din- 
ner walks across the Moscow 
plazas. The visitors found the 
interpreters friendly and co-op- 
erative; they were not certain 
whether the interpreters were 
bound to report their movements 
and conversations to the proper 
authorities. Western diplomats 
and correspondents in Moscow 
believe their Russian secretaries 
and house servants have to re- 
port daily to the secret police. 

Being discreet, the visitors did 
not ask to be shown slave labor 
camps, though they had heard 
about them. The nearest they 
touched upon ‘the subject was 
when a woman educator volun- 
tarily admitted that political dis- 
sidents were exiled to Siberia. 

“Yes, of course,” she said. 
“What do you do with political 
prisoners in your country?” 

Informed that Britain did not 
imprison or purge political minor- 
ities, the Russian was not con- 
vinced. As the British were to 
find out, convincing a Commu- 
nist-trained Pravda-educated Rus- 
sian is not easy. 

So far as the outer world is 
concerned, many Russians still 
live in the age of Charles Dick- 
ens. In his “David Copperfield” 
and “Oliver Twist,” Dickens 
wrote of the England of a cen- 
tury ago, where young boys were 
exploited in bootblack factories 
and the art of picking pockets. 
Today, in translation, Dickens is 
popular among Russians who will 
tell you that the sweatshop, 
criminal conditions which Dick- 
ens wrote about still prevail in 
England and America. Their 
favorite authors are Dickens, 
Karl Marx and Joseph Stalin. 
Leon Trotsky is not read any 
more. 
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PART from slave labor camps, 

the British tourists also steered 

clear of war plants. Their 
nearest approach to one was at a 
factory mass-producing aircraft, 
obviously modeled after the Doug- 
las Dakota (DC3) transport, equal- 
ly useful in peace and wartime. 

The Russians, if not the inven- 
tors they claim to be, are great 
copyists and improvisers. Their 
luxury automobile, the ZIS, looks 
like a Buick, and they turn out 
other cars which resemble Pack- 
ards. Apparently, they aren't 
manufacturing jeeps—they had 
many left over from the lend- 
lease honeymoon. 

After Moscow, the British dele- 
gation split into two groups; one 
went south to Kiev, another north 
to Leningrad. They had a busy 
schedule, inspecting a coal mine, 
a chocolate factory, a collective 
farm, a Baptist church, a Russian 
orthodox monastery, housing 
projects, recreation parks, concert 
halls and cinemas. Having been 
discreet in the first place, they 
reported they were shown every- 
thing they asked to be shown. 

Frankly, they admit they did 
not see all of vast Russia and can- 
not pose as complete authorities. 
But they did travel and see 
enough to arouse the envy of for- 
eign diplomats and newspaper 
men in Moscow who, as a rule,

are not permitted to wander far 
from the luxuries of the capital. 
Having spent a fortnight in Russia 
the tourtsts found themselves be- 
ing questioned avidly by foreign- 
ers who had spent years in Mos- 
= without seeing the country- 
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From the land of the Soviets, 
the Quakers returned with mixed 
impressions. They verified that 
the Russians were hard-working 
people, honest and truthful by 
their own lights, but woefully 
ignorant and fearful of the out- 
side world that they did not 
know; a world that had not been 


presented fully and accurately to: 


them by their newspapers, maga- 
zines, books, radio and billboards. 
Being people, the Russians were 
generous with friendship and hos- 
pitality. Being under Communist 
dictation, their knowledge of non- 


Communist countries was scanty © 


and false. They craved peace, but 
were led to think that only Rus- 
sia and fts satellites could guar- 
antee peace. 
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OR instance, the visitors were 
F shocked by the mean carica- 

tures of Truman and Acheson, 
Attlee and Churchill, posted in 
the public parks and other “cul- 
ture centers.” They pointed out 
that had Stalin been lampooned in 
such fashion in Hyde Park, peace- 
loving Britons would have torn 
down the posters. The Russians 
did not understand this. After all, 
they said, Truman and his ilk 
were war-mongers; why should 
not they be held up to ridicule 
by genuine advocates of peace? 


Cadbury and his fellow Quaker 
tourists are modest people who 
do not over-estimate their im- 
portance in the “cold war” be- 
tween East apd West. They did 
not have an audience with the 
almighty Stalin. They did have 
a long afternoon with Jacob 
Malik, Deputy Foreign Minister 
and celebrated “No” man at 
United Nations sessions. 

From Malik and, mostly from 
the Man In The Street, Cadbury 
and his associates derived cer- 
tain impressions, which may be 
superficial, considering their 
short stay in the Red-lands, and 
yet are important in that the 
peace-loving Quakers were al- 
lowed to go places barred to dip- 
lomats and journalists. 

Every Englishman keeps a wife 
—and a diary. Here, for back- 
ground information, are impres- 
sions of Soviet Russia as seen 
through the eyes of British men 
and women: 


HAPPINESS — To foreigners, 
without intimate and confidential 
contacts, the Russians appear to 
be a happy people. On the side- 
walks of Moscow, they laugh and 
carry on and make the best of 
life as happy people do every- 
where. They do not complain or 
gripe, not in public, to be sure. 
They hold hands and kiss and 
clinch, like capitalist folk. 


FASHIONS—The Russian is no 
fashion-plate. Male and female 
dress for warmth and comfort, 
but could not be mistaken for 
Bond Street or Fifth Avenue 
promenaders. The average work- 
er can afford two suits. annually, 
of shoddy mixture. 


FEMALES — Although Molo-

tov’s wife once headed the cos- 
metic trust, Russian women do 
not go in much for facial paint- 
ings and exotic hair-do. They 
present themselves as nature 
made them—pretty, plain or ugly. 
They rely largely upon nature, 
which antedated Karl Max. 
MARRIAGE—lIn a state once 
classified as free-loving, marriage 
is not only approved but en- 
forced. Divorce is frowned upon. 
And a frown in Soviet Russia 
is equivalent to a decree. Thanks 
to Papa Stalin, many a husband 
comes home of night—and stays, 
The population of the Soviets, 
which once sanctioned abortion, 


increases. 
* . 


OOD—The Russians are not 
F starving. They appear to be 

well-nourished, hard - muscled 
or fat according to their occupa- 
tions. They do not diet on caviar, 
smoked salmon and champagne 
and vodka as do guests of Mos- 
cow’s luxury hotels and similar 
“detention camps” for foreigners. 
But they do have a sufficiency of 
meats, vegetables and fruits. The 
standard of living is not up to the 
American level but is comparable 
to the British standard; the beef- 
loving English are not able to 
hold their own in this respect. 
The English are rationed by the 
pound; the Russians by their 
purse. For those Russians with 
enough rubles, the best is none 
too good. 

SOCIETY—No longer in the 
U.S.S.R. is there any pretense of 
a classless society. The old Uto- 
pian dream of everyone living the 
same, working the same, drawing 
the same wages, has been dis- 
carded in the light of experience 
—namely, all people are not born 
with the same talents and the 
eagerness to learn and earn. In 
Soviet factories nowadays, work-

Conditions were 
mindful of those which existed 
in English mines at the end of 
the nineteenth century. 


SEXES — In Russia there is 
complete equality of the sexes 
and women spread the tarmac on 
the roads, mix the concrete for 
the big building projécts and per- 
form all manner of rough tasks. 


‘SIBERIA — The butcher, the 
baker and the candlestick maker 
have little concern about Siberia. 
They keep their movths shut and 
seldom have occasion to receive 
the secret police. Of course, 
they know that Siberia and the 
secret police exist, but these facts 
do not touch them—or so they 
hope. Moreover, they point out 
that Siberian exile is an old 
Russian custom, dating back to 
the Czars. 


FREEDOM — The Communist- 
inculcated Russians are proud of 
their freedoms, Freedom of the 
press, for instance. In Moscow, 
they say they are free to read 
either Pravda or Izvestia, one or 
the other, or both, or neither. 
That is all the freedom they want. 
Informed that in the English- 
speaking countries, one might buy 
10 or 20 or 50 newspapers or 
magazines, each with a different 
viewpoint, they don’t see any 
sense to the multiplication. They 
have been converted to the ideal 
of two papers, each with the 
same ideology. After all, they 
say, they have the freedom NOT 
to read.

ELIGION—Do the Russians 
R exicy freedom of worship? 

Yes, on a narrow front. The 
Orthodox church has submitted to 
the government and a Baptist- 
Evangelical group also is permit- 
ted to hold open worship. Other- 
wise, it appears, worship is con- 
fined to the homes. No Sunday 
schools are allowed. If children are 
taught religion at all, it must be 
in their own homes. Religion, ac- 
cording to Lenin’s diagnosis is 
the opiate of the masses; anyway, 
in Leninist-Stalinist Russia it is 
adrninistered, usually, in strictest 
privacy.

In some instances the natural 
acoustic properties of the larger 
hall made it possible for the per- 
formers to play naturally without | 
any fear that volume differentia- 
tions would be lost. In most 
cases, however, adjustments have 
been imperative. The pianissimo 
that was audible in the Ezterhazy 
drawing room, or even the Eight- 
eenth Century public concert 
hall, could not be risked in an 
auditorium that seated 2500 per- 
sons. 

With an orchestra of 85 to 100 
as compared with Haydn’s cham- 
ber orchestra or even the larger 
ensemble of 50 or 60, the con- 
ductor can adjust to the new 
situation by increasing the volume 
throughout the range. The louder 
pianissimo is balanced by a 
louder fortissimo and the rela- 
tionship is the same. The soloist 
«particularly the violin soloist— 
doesn’t have the same possibili- 
ties; his volume cannot be in- 
‘creased at the loud end of the 
range to the same degree. As a 
result the two extremes of his 
‘volume are closer together. The 
loss in nuance or contrast may not 
be great but it is a loss neverthe- 
less. The loss to intimacy of com- 
‘munication is greater.

THE VARIETY in acoustic re- 
ception is greater, too, in the 
large hall than in the small one; 
the man on the back row of the 
moderate sized auditorium is still 
nearer the source of the sound 
‘than a similarly placed listener in 
a hall that seats 4000. Even in the 
ideal hall, differently placed 
| listeners will have differing sound 
experiences. If one sitting at the 
extreme right the sound strikes 
his hearing apparatus at angles 
of refraction and in a degree of 
intensity that are not the same 
for some one in the center near 
the front. And every hall differs. 
The best listening position can be 
determined—by the layman— 
only by trial and error.

S it is now geared up, the women’s fashion industry could 
no more get along without models than it could dispense 
with designers, pcttern draftsmen and dressmakers. The 

model is an important wheel in the production cycle—it is she 
who puts the finished goods persuasively before the store 
buyers,. fashion writers and the shoppers themselves. 

On the hanger the most captivating frock is a lifeless thing; 
on the rack, the possibilities of a hat may be unapparent. But 
when the dress is zipped onto a mode} and the hat perched on 
her head, the qualities of line, material and trim fall into place 
where they do the most good. Modeling an outfit, or any part 
of it, presents the spectator with the agreeable suggestion that 
she would look as smart in it as the model. 

Many young women would like to be models, a career they 
associate with glamor, nice things, interesting people and a 
rather good life. Modeling schools—there are at least five in 
St. Louis—do considerable business. There is plenty of room 
for models in the profession, but only a few make the steep climb 
to the top. There’s more to it than being able to walk across a 
room without falling down. The mark of a good model is an 
elusive quality that attracts attention to the girl but keeps it 
focused on what she is wearing. 

There are only about 20 fashion models steadily employed 
in St. Louis, and in New York, the model's mecca, there are not 
many more in the big time, although hundreds are registered 
with agencies and competing for jobs. 

In New York, many models find fairly lucrative work out- 
side the fashion field in such jobs as posing for advertising pho- 
tographs. Peak pay, however, is in fashions where the top- 
notchers get $25 an hour, make up to $400 a week. But they 
work through agencies that get a 10 per cent fee; they have 
heavy expenses for taxis, wardrobe and everyday living, and 


~~ are in high tax brackets. They do well to take home $100. 
In St. Louis, where the going rate is $5 an hour, a model can 
to $150 a week in busy seasons, and ordinarily can 
count on $75 to $100. Since she needs only a basic wardrobe 
and has more moderate expenses, she is close to economic par 
with her colleague in New York. 

One of the busiest fashion models in St. Louis is Virginia 
Teaford, who works at Famous-Barr’s Clayton store, poses for 
newspaper and slick magazine promotion photographs, appears 
in major style shows. Since St. Louis is a center of junior 
fashions, there is considerable work for models able to wear 
high school sizes. That is Miss Teaford’s dish. She is 5 feet, 4 
inches tall, weighs 105 pounds and is at home in junior size 9, 
misses’ size 10. 

Several St. Louis models, including Miss Teaford, their 
first jobs as high schoo] students. Miss Teaford learned the busi- 
ness by working at it and et up contacts with profes 
sionals. She has found the work pleasant, in an occasionally 
disturbing sort of way. A model, she learned, has to get used 
to such things as promenading in fur coats in August. 

Specifications for models differ. New York’s high style 
salons prefer the angular, underfed look, and photographers 
there have a fondness for the spraddled, duck-foot stance. St. 
Louis leans more toward naturalness, and the vogue in other 
cities—Chicago, Miami, Dallas, Cleveland—hits in between. 

Miss Teaford, a natural, wholesome type, is considered 

ractically ideal for St. Louis work, but, like a baseball pitcher, 
a special quality imposes special limitations. Her petite size, 
a prime asset now, will disqualify her from modeling matron’s 
wear later on, as it keeps hér now from displaying high styles.

HIS 18 AN ANNIVERSARY YEAR in the history 

of atomic energy development. It was 

just a decade ago-—in 1942— that man 

first demonstrated that it was possible 

to release on a large yet manageable 
scale the tremendous amounts of energy stored 
in the hearts of atoms. 

This historic event took place in a squash court 

beneath the west stands of Stagg Field at the 
University of Chicago. This unimposing room had 
been converted into a laboratory. In it a small 
group of scientists had erected the world’s first 
nuclear chain-reacting pile. On December 2, 1942, 
they operated it successfully. 
@ The world did not hear of this event—nor, for 
that matter, of the United States atomic energy 
program—until more than two and a half years 
later, when the first atomic bomb was exploded 
over Hiroshima. 


What About Peace 


INCE THEN we have heard a good deal about 
atomic energy. . 

But most of what we have heard and re- 
member has had something to do with war. We 
haven't heard nearly so much about the peaceful 
side of the atom. 

This is unfortunate, it seems to me, for the 
long-term significance of atomic energy lies in 
its peaceful rather than its military role. Even 
today, when we are working as hard as we can 
on weapons, it would be wrong to say that our 
national atomic energy program is solely a mili- 
tary one, and it will become less and less military 
in nature as our stockpile of atomic weapons 
continues to grow and our attention can con- 
sequently be directed increasingly toward other, 
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more hopeful objectives. 

In a small way, the acceleration of man’s prog- 
ress toward greater realization of the peace time 
promise of atomic energy has already begun. 
Toward the end of last year, for example, we 
saw two important milestones reached: 


@ Great Britain announced that her scien- 
tists had placed into operation a system for | 
taking the heat produced in the atomic fur- 
nace at Harwell. England. and using it to 

building. 


the first time in history smail amounts of use- 
ful electric power had been produced experi- 
mentally by an atomic energy machine at the 
Atomic Energy Commission's testing station 
in Idaho, and that this power was used to 
light the laboratory buildings and to run labo- 
ratory equipment, including the air-condition- 
ing system. : 


In themselves, thesé are small things, but they 
are significant, for they are among the first, ten- 
tative forerunners of what many people like to 
refer to as “the atomic age.” 

But these are not the only steps that have been 
taken toward our peacetime goals. There are 
many others, and among the more important 
ones I would list: 

}, The work that is now going forward on the 
construction of an atomic engine for the pro- 
pulsion of submarines, which, as of today, looks 
like it will be the first practical application of 
atomic power. 

This work is obviously being carried on for a 
military purpose—because the Navy wants a sub- 
marine with the range and underwater endur- 
ance that an atomic submarine would have.

But in building this engine, we are learning 
a lot about how to build atomic plants to pro- 
duce power for industrial and community use 
and we are therefore advancing toward our 
peacetime goals. From our present vantage point, 
I would say that central-station power plants 
will be. the first practical civilian application of 
atomic power. Just when the first such plant will 
be built, is something about which today we 
can only guess. But one thing is sure, the knowl- 
edge we are gaining from building the first sub- 
marine reactor will advance us substantially 


_ toward this goal. 


Toward the Goal 


2. The work that is now beginning on the 
development of an atomic engine for the pro- 
pulsion of military aircraft: This work, which is 
not nearly so far advanced as the work on the 
engine for a submarine, is nevertheless like it in 
one significant respect—it will help us in our 
progress toward our peacetime goals. 

3. The work now going forward on the con- 
struction in Idaho of an atomic furnace that 
will produce higher levels of radiation than any 
other atomic machine yet built: This is an im- 
portant device, for it is a necessary step in the 


design and development of the real atomic power | 


plants of the future. The big, central-station 
atomic power plants of the future will have to 
operate at high temperatures, and thus high 
levels of radiation, if they are to produce enough 
power to be efficient and economical. As yet we 
do not know all that we need to know about 
what will happen to construction materials under 
these severe conditions. 


4, The studies now being made-in coopera- 
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work tor You

tion with the AEC-—by eight electric power and 
chemical companies to determine what, if any- 
thing, private industry should be doing now to 
get into the atomic power business with its own 
money: These are important studies for two rea- 
sons: First, they show that industry believes the 
atomic energy program has advanced to the point 
where such investigations are worthwhile; and 
second, they may well point the direction that 
future atomic power development will take. Some 
of the reports resulting from these studies have 
already come in. The AEC is reviewing them 
and we can expect to hear a lot more about them 
in the near future. 

5. The work that is going forward in more 

than 500 laboratories, hospitals, industrial plants 
and agricultural experiment stations in the utili- 
zation of those products of atomic energy which 
are known as radioisotopes: 
* Radioisotopes are simply ordinary elements— 
like sodium, iron and carbon—that are radioac- 
tive. That means they send out radiations 
that, unlike heat, cannot be felt, unlike light, 
cannot be seen, and unlike sound, cannot be 
heard. But radiations can penetrate solid 
matter, and they can be detected by special 
instruments and therein lies most of their 
value to man. 


The Door to Discovery 


S AN EXAMPLE, we might take the process by 
A which plants take up and utilize phos- 
phorus, the principal ingredient of ferti- 

lizer. Man has long known that plants must have 
phosphorus, and has used it in fertilizer to sup- 
plement the supply in the soil. But he has not 
always used fertilizers as efficiently as he might 


because he did not have a clear understanding of 
just how plants use phosphorus. 

Now, however, with radioactive phosphorus, 
which is just like ordinary phosphorus except 
that it emits radiation, man can “see” how plants 
use this vital element and he is learning from 
this how to use fertilizer more efficiently and 
thus save many thousands of dollars annually 
while improving crop yields. One prominent agri- 
cultural authority has said more has been learned 
about the use of fertilizer in the past four years 
through the use of radioactive phosphorus than 
was learned in the preceding 50 years by other 
means. 


@ It is essentially this same technique that is 
used to achieve better understanding of proc- 
esses in many other fields, such as medicine 
and industry, and from this better understand- 
ing there are coming better processes. better 
products and better health. Here. for example. 
are some of the other purposes for which 
radioisotopes are being used: 


» To measure engine wear under different lubri- 
cation conditions, and thus to develop new 
engine oils. 

» To study how corrosion occurs, and thus to 
develop ways of preventing it. 

» To study the process by which gasoline may 
be produced synthetically from coal and oil, and 
thus to find ways of improving it. 

» To determine the wearing qualities of waxes 
and paints, and thus to develop better ones. _ 
» To study tire wear, and thus to develop better 
tires. 

» To study the habits and natural enemies of 
mosquitoes, and thus to find ways of bringing 
these insects under control. 


> To study nutritional deficiencies in humans 
and animals, and find ways to correct them. 

> To study how diseases develop, and thus to 
find ways of treating or preventing them. Among 
the diseases upon which this kind of research 
is being conducted are heart disease, dropsy, 
certain types of cancer, various kinds of blood 
disease, and silicosis, among many others. 

>» To diagnose certain diseases, such as disorders 
of the thyroid gland and brain tumors. 


They Can Do Many Jobs 


UT THIS 1s not all that radioisotopes can do. 
Because the rays they emit can penetrate 
solids, they are useful in many of the same 
ways X-rays are used, particularly in those cases 
where X-ray is too cumbersome or expensive. 

And because the rays radioisotopes emit will 
kill cells, they can also be used in the treatment 
of certain kinds of tumors where the objective is 
to kill diseased cells selectively. 

It is interesting to note, I believe, that all of the 
things I have enumerated, above, plus many, 
many more, have been accomplished with only 
microscopic quantities of radioisotopes. These 
radioactive materials are made in the atomic fur- 
nace at Oak Ridge, Tennessee, and to date more 
than 23,000 shipments have been sent out to 
almost every state in the union and to more than 
25 nations abroad. But the total weight of all of 
the radioactive atoms in these shipments is only 
one-third of an ounce! 

Now the AEC is studying a plan whereby radio- 
active materials can be made available in quan- 
tities thousands of times greater than they have 
in the past, if it can be shown a demand for them 
exists.

the AEC and its contractors, will 
turn up many new uses not 
thought of before. Some interest- 
ing ones already suggested are: 


@ To pasteurize milk and to ster- 
ilize and thus preserve drugs 
and foods without heat or refrig- 
eration. We don’t know that this 
can be done without injury to 
consumers, but we hope it can, 
and scientists are now trying to 
settle this very problem. 

To produce new and cheaper 
chemicals for industry and 
man’s welfare. 

To produce such things as 
new or better static eliminators. 
fluorescent lights, and lumines- 


cent paints. 
I have in this article had space 


to touch on but a few of the vast 
array of subjects that relate to 


the new field called atomic en- 
ergy. I think you can see that the 
more we look into it, and the more 
we learn about it, the more pos- 
sibilities there are that begin to 
open up to us. I hope from what 
I have said that you have gained 
some feeling for the vastness and 
mystery and promise of the 
atomic age. It is a hopeful age, 
yet a challenging one, and one of 
the main factors governing its 
significance is the number of peo- 
ple who know about it, are inter- 
ested in it, and want to do 
something about it. 

In conclusion, there is one more 
thing I would like to say. It is 
something which concerns me- 
very deeply. In general, it has to 
do with keeping a sane balance 
between those parts of our atomic 
energy program which relate to 
war, and those parts which relate 
to peace. Specifically, it is this:

have invested something like five 
billion dollars in atomic energy, 


most of which has gone to build 


up a program that has won for us 
world leadership in atomic weap- 
ons. Many billions more will be 
spent during the next few years, 
and most of this, too—barring a 
settlement of the ills of the world 
—will be earmarked for the same 
purpose. 

But we are not the only nation 
in the free world which is con- 
cerned with atomic energy. In the 
United Kingdom, in Canada and 
in France there are today strong 
atomic energy programs. To a 
lesser extent, there are promising 
programs underway in Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark and Belgium. 
Other countries are also coming 
along at encouraging rates of 
progress. It is a mistake, there- 
fore, to think we still have a mon- 
opoly in atomic energy among the 
nations of the western world. 


They Can ‘‘Coast’’ 


ITH THE EXCEPTION of Great 
W aria, none of the coun- 


tries I have mentioned is 
really interested in making 
atomic bombs. In fact, they are 
making no bombs. But they are 
interested — very interested — in 
peacetime uses of atomic energy. 
They can, of course, in a sense 
afford to “coast”—to work on the 
long-range problems. They can 
afford to encourage research in 
those areas which we in the 
United States have had to.regard 
as secondary because of the high 
priority we must place upon our 
security—and the security of the 
free world—in these nasty times 
of tension. 

@ And yet the United States, if 
our energies could but be turned 
exclusively to these beneficial 
uses, would inevitably end up far 
in front. Our industrial potential 
and our great reservoir of scien- 
tific and engineering brains make 
this clear. 

@ NowI make no apology for this 
priority which we have assigned 
in this nation to building| bombs. 
We have had to do it, because to 
follow any other course would be 
to invite war. We have in the 
Atomic Energy Commission liter- 
ally been breaking our backs to 
stay ahead in this bomb business. 
And we shall stay ahead-—of this 
you can be sure. 

@ But there is bound to come a 


your life better... 


time when sanity will be restored 
to this tormented globe of ours. 
It may come when the likelihood 
of an holocaust is dissipated. It 
may come only after the holo- 
caust is over, although I am sure 
there is no thinking American 
who hopes to win permanent 
peace in this way. But sooner or 
later sanity will return, and when 
it does it would be a most tragic 
day if the strongest country in 
the world were not prepared. 


The Task Ahead 


HE PEOPLE of the United 
states have committed to the 

members of the civilian 
Atomic Energy Commission a very 
heavy responsibility. And they 
acquiesced as we have accumu- 
lated at great cost large stores of 
material which may someday 
change man’s entire mode of life 
—and which represent a wealth 
far greater than all the gold 
stored in Fort Knox.

Many an American husband has 
hotly said so in the domestic “post 
mortems” that often follow an evening 
of cards.

Women Don’t Rate 


ATIONAL bridge ratings seem to sup- 
port Leventritt’s theory. Only one 
woman, Mrs. Helen Sobel of New York, 
stands among the top 10 U.S. players. 
Only four women place in the first 20. 
Male supremacy isn’t limited to 
bridge. Leventritt says men will beat 
women at any card game — canasta, 
poker, pinochle, gin rummy, or other 


*“games—when the chips are down and 


the tension’s high. 

Yet a survey by the Association of 
American Playing Card Manufacturers 
shows that more women play cards 
than men. 

They outnumber men four to one as 
pupils at the school (see pictures).
